against the mandated gee

In his relations with tier 
man authorities during 
World War II. the mufti was 
accused of having helped re- 
cruit Moslem volunteers for 
Hitler s forces in the Bal- 
kans He denn-d cooperating 
with the Nazis 
In 1946. the multi moved 
tu Egypt arid became prsai- 

• dent of the \rao Higher 

• Committee for Palestine 
But he was not authorized 
to return to Palestine. 

In 1956. wt n his influ- 
( ence was waning, he was in- 
volved in differences with 
then Egyptian President 
Gama Abdel Natter. and 
was lorced to retire 
He left Cairo for Beirut bn 
the summer of 1909 and 
tried in vain to retain lead- 
ership of the Palestinian 
movement But by then. 

! younger Palestinians weir 
turning away from him aad 
i eventually formed the Mm 
tine Liberation Organiza- 
tion 
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
